Upsetting the Dope 


FORECASTERS who have seen in 
political 


*• events in various states rebukes to the Hard- 
ing administration may have some difficulty in 
digesting the 'New Jersey returns, which gave 
Senator Frelinghuysen, standpat of the stand- 
pats, a sweeping victory over George L. Record, 
a former bull-mooser and consistent progres- 
sive. New Jersey has often been held a doubt- 
ful state—it will be recalled that its governor 
was Woodrow Wilson, progressive 
democrat, 


not so long since—and it was to be expected 
that a sweeping dissatisfaction with the Hard- 
ing administration might manifest itself in a 
defeat of Frelinghuysen, an ardent Harding 
machine man in the senate. At this distance 
it is hard to assess the local issues which figured 
in the campaign to beat Record and elect Fre- 
linghuysen. But the point is that there were 
local issues. 
Reading national feeling 
into 


state elections is a doubtful business. Mostly 
they are decided by state affairs and state 
machines. The effect on the administration's 
party majority in congress is frequently mere- 
ly incidental. Look over the field of progres- 
sive victories so far, and they seem to offer as 
much comfort one way as another, in respect 
of the administration. Brookhart, in Iowa, won 
a minority nomination in a big field of candi- 
dates. Beveridge in Indiana, was pledged to 
support Harding before he entered upon his 
campaign. Maine stayed by the old guard col- 
ors. So did Michigan. Only in Wisconsin has 
there been a clear-cut victory for an insurgent 
against the standpatters, and every resident of 
Wisconsin knows that La Follette was re-elect-, 
ed on issues which were intensely local 
and 


domestic. Support of Harding or hostility to 
him was a faint and unheeded overtone in the 
campaign. It is significant, perhaps, that Fre- 
linghuysen won in New Jersey after the Hard- 
ing administration has put through the two 
measures which probably will prove the most 
unpopular of its entire record—the new pro- 
tective tariff and the veto and defeat of the 
bonus bill. That has inflamed hostility to the 
republican administration in 
every 
quarter 


where it was latent or doubtful hitherto. Yet 
Frelinghuysen won. The only certain conclu- 
sion seems to be that there is no conclusion to 
be drawn, thus far, regarding presidential mat- 
ters for 1924.

It m^y have lost 
them, also, a good slice of territory which they 
had received after the world war. Not much

A by the Bolsheviks, are advertised as hav- 
ing a value of 560,000,000,000. Such is the esti- 
mate of Farberger, the French jewel expert. 


This stupendous sum, in rough figures, is 


equal to all the money that will be earned this 
year by all Americans combined. And yet the 
Russian crown jewels are displayed on a table 
about 12 feet long and 8 feet wide, scattered 
rather loosely on its surface, not piled up. Im- 
agine that—the work of all Americans for a 
year, concentrated in a couple of 
pecks of 


"glass" and exhibited to 
international gem 


brokers on a single table! It is preposterously 
ridiculous.

TO THE LAND IS 


PLEA OF NORDMAN 


Declares Labor Will Have to 


Try Another Plan to Re- 


ceive Fair Return 


MADISON.—In a statement issued 


today. Edward Nordman, 
Commis- 


sioner of Markets, declares that while 
labor has gained a great deal through 
organized efforts in the way of more 
just and fair wages and better liv- 
ing conditions, it has not yet reach- 
ed the ideal conditions of equitable 
compensation equivalent to the ser- 
vices it renders society and it will 
not reach it until it supplements its 
present efforts with another f>lan of 
action. 


Workingman's labor is a commodi- 


ty that is being sold and bought on 
the labor market. Its price, in other 
words, its wages, is regulated in ac- 
cordance with the same fundamental 
law as are the price of any other 
commodity that is bought and sold 
on the market. 
This fundamental 


law is known as the law of supply 
and demand. If the supply of com- 
modities is plentiful and the demand i 
limited, prices are low; if. on the 
other hand, the supply is short and 
the demand high, prices are high. 
The same is true of labor; a plentiful 
supply of labor reduces wages while 
scarcity of labor increases them pro- 
portionally. 


The whole trouble with the present 


situation in the labor world is that 
the supply of labor in most of the 
branches of business and industry 
far exceeds the demand that exists 
for it. As a result the wages of thej 
individual workingman are low not-' 
withstanding the. influence of the or- | 
janization to wh^ch he belongs. In 
case of his refusal to work he can be 
replaced by laborers from the ranks 
of the unemployed and it takes a 
considerable effort on the part of the 
unions to make the employers agree 
to the minimum terms demanded by 
recalcitrant 
workingmen. 
Strikes 


are usually resorted to. but in most> 
cases they inflict hardships on the 
public and on the strikers themselves 
without in any way solving the prob- 
lem of the surplus labor that has to 
go on being idle and unemployed. 


WhiU 
endorsing 
organized at- 


tempts to get fair wages on the part 
of the workingmen. Mr. Nordman 
points to the fact that these attempts 
cannot result in substantial progress 
in the matter of wages because they 
do not touch in any way the funda- 
mental problem of the excess supply 
of labor on the market. This, in Mr. 
Nordman's opinion, can be remedied 
only by giving opportunities to sur- 
plus labor to apply its efforts and 
energies in some field outside of 
business and industry where it con- 
stitutes at present, so to speak, a 
fifth wheel in a wagon. 
The aim of trade unions should be 
to create a situation under which a 
laborer can have a choice of occupa- 
tions thus selecting the one which 


offers him the best 
remuneration. 


Accessibility to the land, 
in 
Mr. 
Nordman's belief, would create Just 
such a condition. An opportunity to 
engage in farming will always stand 
as a haven of refuge to those who 
are forced to submit to any wages 
and living conditions that are being 
forced upon them tn industry. This, 
however, must not be construed as a 
danger to agriculture, a? is generally 
feared. 
An exodus 'of even a. small 
part of the labor supply towards the 
land, by easing up the situation on 
the labpr market, will give the •work- 
ingmen remaining in industries an 
increased bargaining power by the 
exercise of which they will receive 
what they should, namely a compen- 
sation proportionate to the worth of 
their services. 
Easy access to the land is, figur- 
atively speaking, the balance wheel 
that regulates the labor markets of 
the country. 
By diverting surplus 


labor to farming it will raise the wa-| 
ges of those remaining in industries 
to a point where the 
purchasing 
power of labor will make an effective 
demand for farm products thus ab- 
sorbing all that is 
produced 
on 


farms and assuring the farmers of 
good and steady markets. 
This in 
its turn will result in greater pros- 
perity on farms and a proportionate 
increased demand for manufactured 
commodities. 
The violent 
fluctua- 


tions in demand will be largely elim- 
inated by the simple process of rais- 
ing and maintaining a mutual and 
effective demand between 
industry 


and agriculture. 
It is Mr. Jv'ordman's opinion that 


this condition will come about when 
the productive energise of the nation 
are 
equally distributed 
between 


farming and other industries. 
The 
one obstacle to this equal distribu- 
tion is inflated land values which pre- 
clude any possibility of a man with 
small means or without any means to 
engage in independent farming. The 
only way to deflate land values and 
to bring them to the level of their 
use value is to readjust taxes in such 
a manner as to make them fall on 
monopolistic holdings of land 
and 
other natural resources while ex- 
empting from taxation all productive 
enterprises. 
A just system of taxa- 


tion will release lands 
from 
the 
hands of monopolists and speculat- 


ors, will open them to use by men 
who are willing and able to farm and 
will stimulate- productive enterprises 
in every field of business and indus- 
trial activities.
